These second tier spirits are m< » »» difficult 
to recognize than the first tier spirit. Whs I may 
originally appear to be an object emdofind within 
the form of the first tier spirit will vmy often 
prove upon closer examination to be an embedded 
spirit. Flame Angel's entire liody ran be nool loned 

off to uncover second tier upirltri. K.irli of her 
wings is a second tier spirit. Not lire how the right 
wing appears as a figure with an odd# alien head# 
while the left wing is a horned figure holding up an 
arm pointing back toward Flame Angel's head. 

Each of the individual sections of Fiame Angel 
will yield second tier spirits upon isolated 
examination. Her out reaching arms and the individual 
portions of the fire which unite to form her head 
are not difficult to recognize as embedded second 
tier spirits once one knows what to look for. 

But even within these second tier spirits 
third tier spirits have been embedded. Within the 
third tier spirits fourth tier spirits reside. The 
dilution process can continue for as long as the 
artist is able to break down the picture mentally 
into individual isolated portions. 

Lower tier spirits will usually be discovered 
within the line segments themselves. What appear at 
first glance to be nothing more than border I I non 
between sections of the picture are often lower I lor 
spirits. The mechanical process of drawing wlili 
diminutive# quick# back and forth continuous n I i«»k#vi 
serves to evoke a legion of lower level splrlln. In 
a drawing such as Flame Angel the total numlM«i n! 
embedded spirits may number in the hundreds. 

If the observable legion of spirits mI»*M««| 
within Flame Angel has not already inspired I lio 
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reader with a kind of awe, turn the picture upside 
down and examine it again. Suddenly, what appeared 
to be a Flame Angel now emerges as a Sorcerer 
flinging a fireball toward the observer, surrounded 
at each of the cardinal points by large flames. 
Above his head, the sorcerer appears to have opened 
a rift exposing a star populated portion of deep 
space ! 
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
